Sir: 

Responsive to Office Action Summary mailed 1 1/27/2006, we would like to request 
Species I (Claims 1-19, 42,43) and Species IV (Claims 39-41, 46,47) be prosecuted first. 

(It may be noted that Claims 42 and 43 are dependent claims of Claim 1 and, hence, should 
be included in Species I. Also, Claims 44 and 45 are dependent claims of Claim 20 and, 
hence, should be included in Species ID 

Species IV are a continuation of Species I, explained as follows: 

(1) Species I, including Claims 1-19, 42,43, are drawn to a method for fabricating a 
membrane for use in a fuel cell membrane-electrode assembly (MEA) while Species IV, 
including Claims 39-41,46,47, are drawn to a method for making an MEA. 

(2) Steps (A) and (B) in Claim 39 are identical to Claim 1 in its entirety. In other words, 
Claim 1 only contains Steps (A) and (B), which are identical to Steps (A) and (B) of 
Claim 39. 
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(3) By re-writing Claim 39 to become a dependent claim of Claim 1 , one can clearly see that 
Species I and Species IV become closely related. Hence, with your permission, we would 
like to propose the following preliminary amendments: To re-write Claims 39-41, 46, and 
47 in such a manner that they become dependent claims of Claim 1 ..
